Sparks falling; on shingle 
roofs 
were attributed 
as the 
eause 
of 
three (ires within the last 12 hours, 
one being; a serious fire in the coun­ 
try, and two others being; in Rush- 
ville city. With dry roofs, 
only 
a 
small spark is necessary to ignite 
the shingles, and firemen are expect­ 
ing a busy time over the week-end 
in Rushville, following 
two 
calls 
answered before noon today. 
The beautiful country 
hom e 
of 
Claude Walker, located northwest of 
Rushville, and near Occident, was 
destroyed by fire Friday night about 
seven o'clock, and a loss of $7,000 
resulted. 
The Walker family was attending 
a Christmas program at the Hanne- 
gan church in that vicinity, 
when 
the fire broke out. The flames were 
enveloping the shingle 
roof 
when 
discovered, and it is believed 
that 
sparks from a chimney caused the 
blaze. 
The house was built 12 years ago, 
and was strictly modern, being 
a 
large two 
story, ten room 
bouse, 
with basement. Neighbors managed 
to save most of the household goods 
on the main floor, and some of the 
store-L contents in the basement. Mr. 
Walker carried $5,000 insurance on 
the building and 
$1,500 
on 
the 
household goods, 
so that bis loss 
will be fairly well protected. 


Pumper company 2 of Rushville 
was called and a well was pumped 
dry in saving two large Outbuildings 
which were 
almost 
next 
to the 
house, and this kept the loss down 
considerably. 


Shortly after eleven o'clock this 
morning the firemen were called over 
the telephone to the residence occu­ 
pied by iRay Compton, 712 
North 
Perkins street, where the roof was 
on fire around a chimney. A large 
hole was burned in the roof, a s the 
fire was 
getting 
under 
headway 
when discovered. The residence is 
ow ned by Chauneey W. I human. 
Firemen were called this morning 
to the home of John C. Walker, 402 
North Perkins street, where sparks 
bad set fire to a shingle roof. 
The 
blaze was extinguished with a little ! 
loss. The alarm was turned in from 
box 20, Fourth and Perkins streets.

Alleged Slayer of

Holds Desperately To Story of 


Slaying By Kraemer 


Portland, Ore., 
Dee. 
24—(U.R)— 
The death penalty will be demanded 
for Edward Hickman, kidnaper and 
accused murderer of Marion Parker, 
Asa Keves, Los Angeles district a t­ 
torney, told the United Press upon 
arrival here today. 
“ We will insist 
upon 
an 
early 
trial and 
demand 
that 
Hickman 
hang," Keyes said. 
Clinging to bis story that Andrew 
Kraemer killed the 
girl, 
Hickman 
continued to defeat desperate, last- 
minute efforts of Pendletn police to 
obtain a confession of the murder 
before he was returned to Califor­ 
nia.

The 
19-year-old 
Kansas 
City 
youth reiterated, however, his pre­ 
vious assertion that he was not pre­ 
sent 
the 
slaying and 
patiently 
waited the arrival of California au­ 
thorities. 
Fven the information 
that 
an 
“ Andrew 
Cramer" 
who 
admitted 
knowing him and resembling some­ 
what his description of the alleged 
accomplice, had been in jail in Los 
Angeles 
since 
August, 
failed 
to 
shake the story of “ the fox.” He 
immediately launched 
into 
a even 
more detailed recital of 
Kracmer's 
part in the kidnapping and murder 
plot.

The movement of justice was speed­ 
ed up here today as police abandon­ 
ed their search for Andrew Kraemer

Three Days of Next Week 


CORN KING TO ACT AS 
JUDGE 


More Than Half of Prizes In Boys 


Club Show, Practically 
All of 


Money Coming From Seed Sale 


— Approximately $500 in cash pri­ 
zes will be awarded at the annual 
Rush County Corn Show, which will 
be held at the court house here the 
last three days of next week, more 
than half of the amount being ap ­ 
portioned to hoys' corn club prizes. 
The money to be awarded in the 
corn 
club 
show amounts to $273 
and all hut $11.00 of this su m was 
derived fro m the sale o f seed corn 
raised by 
club 
members 
at tin* 
close of last year’s show. A sim ilar 
sale will be held on the clo sin g day 
this year, being scheduled to begin 
at 12:30 o'clock next Saturday a f ­ 
ternoon. 
Cash awards in the county open 
class will amount to 
$141.50 
and 
$25 will be distributed in prizes 
in 
the school poster contest open 
to 
the whole 
eoutv. 
In the 
classes 
for potatoes, $15.00 in cash will he 
awarded. 
The total expense 
of the 
show 
this year will be about $525, it is 
estimated, which includes $262 re­ 
maining in the boys’ corn (dub fund. 
All miscellaneous expenses in con­ 
nection with the club have Been paid 
from, this fund, showing 
that 
the 
club is now self sustaining, as was 
contemplated when it was organiz­ 
ed. This year’s seed 
corn for club 
members was' purchased from funds 
derived from last year’s sale. 
The boys' club seed 
corn 
sale 
will be in charge of the iclub com­ 
mittee, of which J o h n ilufferd 
of 
Posey township is chairman. H e will 
act as superintendent of the show. 
Each hoy in the club is required 
to 
provide sixty ears of his best corn 
for the show, and this is sold 
as 
seed. 
The ¡only night feature of the corn 
show will be the annual banquet of 
the Rush County Corn Growers a s ­ 
sociation, which will bo held in the 
basement of the Main Street Chris­ 
tian church next 
Friday 
evening. 
The boys club 
will 
be in 
charge, 
members of the organization being 
scheduled to speak, and one of their 
number to a -t as chairman* A hoys’ 
club orchestra will also play. The 
demand for tickets 
has 
been 
so 
great that the committee is arrang­ 
ing to take care of three 
hundred 
banqueters, 
which is the maximum 
number which can be seated in the 
basement.

Luxuries, Such as 
Automobiles. 


Property Owners Take Advantage 


Of Barrett Law For Public 
As­ 


sessments, and Don’t Always Fig­ 


ure Out The Total Expense For 


Such Credit

The extended payment plan 
for 
financing homes, 
automobiles 
and 
merchandise of all kinds, continues 
to be a big thing. In the book keep­ 
ing department of the municipality 
of Rushville, people are now p re­ 
paring to even buy a sewer on p ay ­ 
ments. 
The old saying of “ a dollar down, 
and a dollar a week the rest of your 
life," holds true in many leases with 
those in Rushville who are buying 
curbs, 
gutters, 
sidewalks, 
streets 
and sewers on the “ easy paym ent” 
plan. 
The city council this week took 
final action on the assessm ent roll 
for Hodges Branch sewer, whereby 
almost 1,200 people are to pay their 
part lor 
the 
construction. 
These 
payments won’t be due until some­ 
time in January, as the city tre a s­ 
urer must 
notify 
in writing 
all 
property owners, and this is quite 
a big task. 


The city offers the payment plan 
to those who can ’t pay the amount 
all at once. To got this 
extended 
payment, the property owner, after 
receiving notice from the treasurer, 
must come to his office and sign a 
waiver, and automatically the 
lot 
becomes security for the amount. 
People often' times use poor judg­ 
ment in taking the paym ent plan 
and don’t stop to figure that it is the 
most expensive way. This payment 
plan with the city is known as the 
B arrett ten year law. Such a plan 
adds six percent interest, and in the 
long run 
adds 
one-third 
to the 
cost of the improvement, which 
it 
paid in cash saves the one-third ex­ 
tra cost. 


Some property owners take 
the 
B arrett law because they are of the 
opinion that they are getting even 
with the city for having the work 
done. The city cares little whether 
or not 
the assessment is paid 
in 
•ash or 
on payments. If paid 
in 
cash the money goes 
to the con­ 
tractor. If deferred paym ents 
are 
made, a bond is ordered against the 


property, and the contractor takes 
the bond as payment. This bond is 
either sold ny him, or held until tinal 
settlement is made, in case the p a y ­ 
ments become delinquent, the p ro­ 
perty stands good and can be sold 
to meet the 
payments. 
In 
other 
words, by signing a waiver, it pla­ 
ces a mortgage on the property, 
in 
one sense of the word. 
The B arrett law applies only 
to 
amounts of over $10. A larger per­ 
cent of the Hodges Branch assess­ 
ments will be due in cash, as they 
will average $10 or less. 
During the year just ending, the 
city placed on their books, $3,186.- 
24 in deferred payment accounts for 
work finished during 
the 
season. 
These jobs included the sidewalks 
on North Harrison street, the widen­ 
ing of North Main street, the Cher­ 
ry street sidewalk and a paved a l­ 
ley down town. 
Several 
thousand 
dollars on deferred payments were 
placed on tlu* books the year before 
on a sewer in the northeast part of 
the citv.

Private 
business 
corporations 
have had a similar experience with 
the lending public.' 
The redemption 
of called •bonds and the exchange of 
temporary certificates for permanent 
bonds are always spread out over 
a surprising number of years instead 
of being taken care of promptly. Of 
course this means a loss of interest 
to the owners. 
Perhaps it is ignorance on 
the 
part of many people, who are per­ 
suaded to invest iu such securities 
and then don't know 
what 
to do 
with them afterwards. 
Perhaps 
it 
is only a vast indifference hard 
to 
underst-and where iiuliviual sellNin- ; 
terest is so involved. 
Whatever the reasons, the fact re­ 
mains that large amounts of 
cash 
have been abandoned. 
The human 
race being what it is, we don’t know 
what to do about it.

Liberty bonds. The government an- 
nounced last summer and again in 
early fall that on Nov. 15 H would 
jmy off the holders of the $732,000,- 
000 of Second Liberty Loan 'bonds. 
The interest was to stop after that 
date, so it was to the advantage of 
such .bond holders to turn in thejr 
bonds and put the money to some 
use that would bring interest. 


There was no rush for the money

to the owners. 


Perhaps it is ignorance on the 


part, of many people, who arc per- 
suaded to invest in such securities 
and then don't know 
what to do 


with them afterwards.

It will tell 
her that, her boy, Kurt, is coming 
home. 


What matter if he comes from the

States? 


Translated, the cablegram reads: 
Frau A. Muethal, 


Wismarplatz 4, 
Berlin 


As soon as the 
consul obtains 


German passports, your son -will be 
returned to yon. Merry Christmas.
